of Legal 
Enactments That Preserve 


tha Old Landm ark In Cheapside. 


There is a tree In Cheapslde, Lon­ 
don, that may be described as the 
most extensive of Its kind on earth. 
If five dollar gold pieces tilled the entire 
trunk and five dollar hills flattered In 
plnre of every one of the leaves It 
would not buy the terra tirma It oocu 
pies, for the land on which It stands, 
the northwest corner of \V<mk1 street 
and Cheapslde, Is worth $4,500.000 an 
acre. 
The tree has stood on the spot 
for more than 200 years, while its site 
has augmented in value to almost fab­ 
ulous proportions. 
There have been several hard fought 
lawsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to hrenk through 
the phalanx of legal enactments which 
preserve the tree. 
In the first place, 
there is a law In England which pro 
liihits builders from 
putting up a 
structure which shall keep out the 
light from windows which bear the 
mysterious 
words 
“ancient 
lights,' 
This tree In Cheapslde literally Is sur­ 
rounded by a 
uumber of “ancient 
lights” proprietors whose consent nev 
er has been obtained when It came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on Its site. 
For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just iu front of the tree 
never has been able to put Ids build­ 
ing up beyotid Its present height. 
Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than tlie j 
others, started to take the law Into his 
own hands and put up a building, j 
j thinking to “arrange” with ttie owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a |>erfect shower | 
of Injunctions, proceedings, wrrlts and 
Indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree in its full spring 
bloom, and it Is said he never has been j 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of 
law posts which his little experiment 
result«»d In. 
A few* years ago some gardeners 
were ordered to lop off certain limbs of 
the tree which hung over Cheapslde. 
Tt was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
| parish clerk and churchwardens of St. 
Peter’s, Cheapslde, the ancient little 
Norman church In Foster lane, nearby 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. 
When the men began to j 
work on the tree, however. It created 
a big sensation. In Cheapslde. 
“They 
are chopping down onr tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats in the 
district. 
Policemen were called, and 
doubtless there would have been an­ 
other shower of writs. Injunctions and 
proceedings bad not the minister of 
the parish explained the real reason 
for the lopping operations. 
Another almost impassable barrier 
which protects the tree In Its position 
Is the fact that It grow’s in sacred 
ground. There Is a law In London that 
no building can be erected on sacred

There's a thrush that sings aloud; It has 
sung for three years. 
This bird was wont to perch in the 
now famous tree, and it attracted the 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast lu a little shop near by. As 
far back as the year 1392—just a hun- i 
dred years before Mr. Columbus dis­ 
covered America—another tree stood 
In this graveyard and is spoken of by 
Chaucer: 
T hat whosoever ploynes It away, 
He shall have Chrystls’ curse for aye. 
The tree Is therefore a direct de­ 
scendant of perhaps the oldest tree on 
record lu England, and It may almost 
be described as an English Institution. 
This particular portion of Cheapslde 
is hack of the general postofflce and 
Is one of the finest pieces of real es­ 
tate In the world. 
With the tremen­ 
dous difficulties that stand in the way 
of its being built over-the sanctity of 
the land Itself and the power of the 
“ancient lights” statute—it is prob­ 
able that this piece of ground will re­ 
main “unimproved” for another cen­ 
tury or two. In a recent interview the 
manager of the real estate agents who 
control nearly all the land in the dis­ 
trict declared that “the old tree in 
Cheapslde occupies a position which is 
likely never be built upon.” 
There 
would be a perfect howl of execration 
from all sides If any one were to at­ 
tempt to put up a modern building 
there, for Wood street Itself is so 
narrow that the people on both sides 
of the street have a right to claim 
“ancient lights,” and the builder who 
went in for Improving this property 
would have to “square” so many peo­ 
ple that he would never be able to get 
any profit out of the building.—New 
York Press.

W edding Custom In One Tow n W h a f 


the Tra in Is Late. 
A small city, which need not be lo 
cnted more particularly than that It is* 
somewhere east of Boston, has its own 
peculiar way of speeding the newly 
mnrri«»d on their honeymoon. 
For on«» thing, every one goes to the 
station to se«» tli«» couple depart. This 
Is done in many small places. The 
showering of rice or confetti and the 
throwing of the old shoe take place,: 
not at the home of the bride, but at the 
station. To that extent the city re­ 
ferred to is not unusual. 
But In tills city train sch*»dules fre 
quently go awry, and When they do 
the unusual happens. The wedding, of j 
eours«*, lias been celebrated on time, 
and the reception has taken as much 
time as such things usually take. The 
departure from the bride’s borne is 
made In due season to catch the train 
If It Is on time. 
The wedding guests rush to the sta 
tlon, where all other Inhabitants hav­ 
ing nothing better to do have assem 
bl«»d already. It is a free show which 
no one would miss. 
The carriage bearing the newly innr 
ried pair is drawn by white horses and 
decorated with white ribbons. Custom 
demands this, and no one has yet had 
the temerity to do otherwise. 
The enniage arrives at the station, 
and It Is learned that the train is so 
many minutes or so many hours late. 
Usually the measure Is In hours. 
The carriage doesn’t wait. 
It goes 
parading. It drives around and around 
a preserU>ed route, from every point of 
which the driver can get due notice of 
the approach of the train. 
The crowd remains patiently at the 
station. Other curious persons station 
themselves at points along the route 
just to see the wedding coach pass. 
Sometimes two or three carriages, 
drawn by white horses and decorated 
In white, awing steadily around this 
hymeneal circuit. 
It seems like an 
endless procession. 
It Is not unsual 
for a wedding pair to spend the first 
five hours of their honeymoon just rid­ 
ing round and round waiting for the 
train. 
When the screech of the locomotlv«» 
finally is heard the driver continues to 
swing up to the platform Just as th«» 
train comes to a stop. Then the bride 
and bridegroom make a mad rush for 
their car amid a showrer of rice and 
confetti and old shoes. The honeymoon 
parade is over.—Exchange.

NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 


What the Sailor Will Do to Obtain 
Shore Leave. 
As Illustrating how men respond and 
adjust themselves to reward, or, what 
louies to the same thing, the maximum 
♦satisfaction for a given amount of ef­ 
fort. two instances that came under 
my observation while In the navy are 
very interesting. One cruise was made 
on a vessel whose executive officer was 
in most respects a very able man. 
ItWeipiine in general was admirable. 
In arranging for shore leave of the 
enlisted men. however, he managed so 
to arrange matters, strange as It may 
seem, that It was possible for a man 
In an inferior conduct grade to get 
more liberty than one of the best be 
haved men. 
This was of course en 
tirely unnatural and came about from 
a combination of two separate systems 
The reason was that naval regulations 
compelled the giving of at least a cer­ 
tain amount of shore leave to men in 
the second grade, while the system he 
was using actually allowed less to a 
man in the first grade. The result was 
that In a short time the bulk of the 
men were iii the second conduct grade 
where they could get the most liberty. 
At a later date, on another ship, the 
executive officer was an extremely 
able man. who had studied this ques­ 
tion more carefully and was a great 
believer In making It worth while for 
the men to behave themselves and 
keep in a high conduct grade. 
He so 
arranged matters that lf any man be 
haved 
himself sufficiently 
well and 
did all bls work with high efficiency 
he could have an unusual amount of 
liberty. The result was that this ship 
had more than half Its crew In what 
Is known as the "special first class," 
far and away the largest percentage 
mat ever came under my observation.

place of every one of the leaves it 
would not buy the terra firma it occu­ 
pies, for the land on which it stands, 
the northwest corner of Wood street 
is one i an<j cheapside, is worth $4,500,000 an 
popular a(.rG 
The tree has stood on the spot 
for more than 200 years, while its site 
has augmented in value to almost fab­ 
ulous proportions. 
There have been several hard fought 
lawsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to break through 
the phalanx of legal enactments which 
preserve the tree. 
In the first place, 
there is a law In England which pro 
titbits builders from putting up a 
structure which shall keep out the 
light from windows which bear tbe 
mysterious 
words 
“ancient 
lights.’’ 
This tree in Cheapside literally is sur­ 
rounded by a number of “ancient 
lights” proprietors whose consent nev 
er has been obtained when it came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on its site. 
For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just in front of the tree 
never has been able to put his build­ 
ing up beyond its present height. 
Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than the 
others, started to take the law into his 
own hands and put up a building, 
thinking to “arrange” with the owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a perfect shower 
of injunctions, proceedings, writs and 
indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree In Its full spring 
bloom, and It is said he never has been 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of 
law costs which his little experiment 
resulted in. 
A few years ago some gardeners 
were ordered to lop off certain limbs of 
the tree which hung over Cheapside. 
It was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
parish clerk and churchwardens of St. 
Peter’s, Cheapside, the ancient little 
Norman church in Foster lane, nearby, 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. 
When the men began to 
work on the tree, however, it created 
a big sensation. In Cheapside. “They 
are chopping down our tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats in the 
district. 
Policemen were called, and 
doubtless there would have been an­ 
other shower of writs, injunctions and 
proceedings bad not tbe minister of 
the parish explained tbe real reason 
for the lopping operations. 
Another almost impassable barrier 
which protects tbe tree in its position 
is the fact that it grows in sacred 
ground. There Is a law in London that 
no building can be erected on sacred 
ground without special act of parlia­ 
ment, and woe betide the unhappy 
man who dares to put up even a shan­ 
ty within the sacred precincts of a 
graveyard in England. 
This particular corner of Cheapside 
has been immortalised by Words­ 
worth: 
At the corner of Wood stroot when day­ 
light appears 
There’s a thrush that sings aloud; It has 
sung for three years. 
This bird was wont to perch in the 
now famous tree, and it attracted the 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast In a little shop near by. As 
far back aa the year 1392—just a hun­ 
dred years before Mr. Columbus dis­ 
covered America—another tree stood 
in this graveyard and la spoken of by 
Chaucer: 
That whosoever ploynes It away, 
H e shall have Chrystis’ curse for ayo. 
The tree is therefore a direct de­ 
scendant of perhaps the oldest tree on 
record in England, and it may almost 
be described as an English institution. 
This particular portion of Cheapside 
is back of the general postoffice and 
is one of tbe finest pieces of real es­ 
tate in the world. With the tremen­ 
dous difficulties that stand in the way 
of Its being built over-the sanctity of 
the land Itself and tbe power of tbe 
“ancient lights” statute—it is prob­ 
able that this piece of ground will re­ 
main “unimproved” for another cen­ 
tury or two. In a recent Interview the 
manager of the real estate agents who 
control nearly all the land in the dis­ 
trict declared that “the old tree in 
Cheapside occupies a position which is 
likely never be built upon.” 
There 
would be a perfect howl of execration 
from all sides lf any one were to at­ 
tempt to put up a modern building 
there, for Wood street itself is so 
narrow that the people on both aide* 
of the street have a right to claim 
“ancient lights,” and the builder who 
went in for improving this property 
would have to “square” so many peo­ 
ple that he would never be able to get 
any profit out of tbe building.—New 
York Press.

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THE HONEYMOON PARADE. 


Wadding Custom In Ona Town Who* 
tha Train Is Lata. 
A small city, which need not be lo­ 
cated more particularly than that it is 
somewhere east of Boston, has its own 
peculiar way of speeding the newly 
married on their honeymoon. 
For one thing, every one goes to the 
station to see the couple depart. This 
is done in many small places. Tbe 
showering of rice or confetti and the 
throwing of the old shoe take place, 
not at the home of the bride, but at the 
station. To that extent the city re­ 
ferred to is not unusual. 
But in this city train schedules fre­ 
quently go awry, and when they do 
the unusual happens. The wedding, of 
course, has been celebrated on time, 
and the reception has taken as much 
time as such things usually take. Tbe 
departure from the bride’s home is 
made in due season to catch the train 
lf it is on time. 
The wadding guests rush to the sta­ 
tion, where all other Inhabitants hav­ 
ing nothing better to do have assem­ 
bled already. It is a free show which 
no one would miss. 
The carriage bearing the newly mar­ 
ried pair is drawn by white horses and 
decorated with white ribbons. Custom 
demands this, and no one has yet had 
the temerity to do otherwise. 
The carriage arrives at the station, 
and it is learned that the train is so 
many minutes or so many hours late. 
Usually the measure is in hours. 
The carriage doesn't wait. 
It goes 
parading. It drives around and around 
a prescribed route, from every point of 
which the driver can get due notice of 
the approach of the train. 
The crowd remains patiently at the 
station. Other curious persons station 
themselves at points along the route 
just to see the wedding coach pass. 
Sometimes two or three carriages, 
drawn by white horses and decorated 
in white, awing steadily around this 
hymeneal circuit. 
It seems like an 
•adless procession. 
It is not unsual 
for a wedding pair to spend the first 
five hours of their honeymoon just rid­ 
ing round and round waiting for the 
train. 
When the screech of the locomotive 
finally is heard the driver continues to 
swing up to the platform just as the 
train comes to a atop. Than the bride 
and bridegroom make a mad rush for 
their car amid a shower of rice and 
confetti and old shoes. The honeymoon 
parade is over.—Exchange.
